Lord Kitchener of 
Khartoum and Aspall has the ball at his 
feet, and, comporting himself with the

Richly does the Victor of 
Omdurman merit his popularity. It is clear 
he is prompt to recognise and appreciate with 
fullest generosity the services of his able 
brother officers and the bravery and endurance 
of his men.

His candid reference to his comrades on land- 
ing, at that port; his unselfish expression of 
the wish that they might have been by his side 
to share in the first enthusiastic welcome on that 
memorable Thursday—all proved the possession 
by Lord Kitchener of the noblest attributes of 
a born leader of men. He eminently deserved 
the cordial praise and good-natured predic- 
tion of General Sir William Butler. It was

herself at Balmoral— 
leave the hero of 
the hour unspoilt for 
the City of London’s 
well-prepared greeting 
on the current Friday.

What is a Sirdar? 

This is a question many are asking just now. 
The reply is: Sirdar is á Persian word, and 
“means a person having great authority, a Com- 
mander with almost unlimited powers. The 
name was first chosen for the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Anglo-Egyptian forces because its 
meaning would be understood on the Upper Nile 
and throughout the Soudan as well as in Lower 
Egypt. Directly the Soudanese learnt that they 
would be opposed by a Sirdar, they knew there 
would be no half-measures. It would have 
perhaps saved Gordon’s life if that martyred 
hero had been named Sirdar instead of 
“ Governor-General of the Soudan.’’ 


Death of Lady Martin. 


Lady Martin, better known to old playgoers 
as Helen Faucit, died last Monday, in her 
seventy-ninth year, universally beloved and 
honoured by a brilliant circle of friends. Sir‘ 
Theodore Martin had written to say that her 
condition was not so serious as had been repre- 
sented in some of the papers; but ‘‘ swift came 
the unexpected doom,” as Milton says in one of 
his least-known early poems.

The Sirdar’s Career Illustrated.—Eldest son of 
the late Lieutenant-Colonel. H. H. Kitchener, Horatio 
Herbert Kitchener was born on June 15, 1850, at Gunsboro 
Villa, near Ballylangford, County Kerry, Ireland, though 
his family came from Suffolk. He was only twenty when 
the Franco-German War broke out. It line been per- 
sistently rumoured recently that he joined the French 
Garde Mobile, and was associated in some aéronautic 
expedition, which resulted only in an acute attack of 
pneumonia to our future hero. We give this legend for 
what it is worth, only remarking that it seems hardly 
sufficiently authenticated. Having become a Lieutenant in 
the Royal Engineers at the age of twenty-three, he joined

part of the d:y’s work.- As the result of a serimmage 
with a body of about tliree hundred fanatical Arabs, the 
whole of the party was temporarily inc\pacitated, and the 
leaders had to return to England. During this affair, 
Lieutenant Kitchener saved hs chief's life, who thus 
describes fhe incidénts: ‘‘On Saturday, July 10, 1875, we 
left the fever-stricken village of El B’ameh ‘and marched 
to Safel. The party consisted of five Europeans and 
ten natives, of whom two were suffering with fever. 
The tents were about half set up, and I was resting on my 
bed in my shirt-sleeves und slippers, when I heard angty 
voices in altercation. I looked out, and to my astonish- 
ment, I saw a Sheikh, evidently a man of good pes'tien 
anl weil dressed, engaged in throwing, stones at Habib, 


| who, with his hands spread out, was calling the bystanders 


| 


to witness the treatment he underwent. The Sheikh seemed 
to have lost his senses; he was a pale, thin man, rather 
above the middle height, and his face was distorted with 
passion. He strode up to me in an excited manner, and 
before a word or gesture on my part could have given 
offence, he seized me by the throat with both hands and 
shook me roughly. I could not but think that the Sheikh 
was out of his mind. My second thought was that to put 
up with such an insult would be to lose my influence 
with the natives for ever, and I therefore knocked the 
Sheikh down. By this time the news of the insult 
received by the ‘Kaptan’ had spread in the ¢amp, 
and my Maronites came running up, quite beside 
themselves with rage. The crowd now numbered about 
three hundred persons, many of whom were armed, and all 
the more violent engaged in hurling stones at our heads; 
Lieutenant Kitchener was struck by them more than once. 
The cries which Christians in Palestine have good reason 
to dread, associated as they are with memories of mas- 
sacre, were now raised by the-mob, ‘ Allah! Allah!’ the 
shout which has since then been heard often in Bulgaria. 
I endeavoured to rally the whole party, being most ener- 
getically assisted by Lieutenant Kitchener. Meantime, a 
most extraordinary figure appeared—a black man with 

istols in his belt, brandishing a scimitar over his head, and 

llowing like a bull. He was the Agha’s slave, and was 
bent on revenge. I could not help laughing, even at so 
serious a juncture, when I found myself supported by 
Sergeant Armstrong, who stood at ‘the charge’ armed 
with legs of the camera-obscura. I now saw that Lieu- 
tenant Kitchener was opposing another group 4 my 
right front, and went forward to him, when 4 was 
at once greeted with a blow on the Yvrehead from 
a club with nails in it, which brought the blood in 
a stream down my face. Lieutenant Kitchener at 
once stepped up to defend me and parried another blow, 
which smashed his hunting-crop and maimed his arm. 
We both recov-red together, and.repaid the blows with our 
«teel-headed whips.” Lieutenant K.tchener returned to 
Palestine in 1877 and completed the survey. which Major 
Conor's health compelled him to relinquish. In 1882 
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Kitchener Volunteered for the Egyptian 
Army, then being organised by Sir Evelyn Wood, and 
he was appointed one of the two Majors of Cavalry. 
Serving all through the Nile Expedition of 1884-85, he was 
frequently mentioned in despatches, and in 1887 was 
appointed Governor of Suakim. Whilst holding this 
appointment he conceived the idea of making a sudden 
attack on the Dervishes, with the view of capturing 
Osman Digna. The wily Osman managed to escape 
though, and in the smart fight which took place 
Colonel Kitchener received a severe wound in the 
face. At Toski it was Colonel Kitchener, who, in command 
of the mounted troops, headed off Njumi and compelled 
him to stand, fight, and be overthrown. His knowledge of 
Eastern ways and Eastern languages, and his absolute 
fearlessness, together with the great organising abilities 
he had shown during the period of his rule at Suakim, 
were known to his chiefs. Sir F. Grenfell made him his 
Adjutant-General, and he was the obvious and natural 
successor to the post of Sirdar, or Commander-in-Chief, 
when Sir F. Grenfell left it. And the victories of Firket, 
Atbara, and Omdurman, so recent in our memories, prove 
the sufficiently splendid justification of an officer so young 
in years—though not in arduous toil—to such an important 
post. 

The Admirable Speeches of Lord Curzon, 
the Earl of Minto, and Dr. Welldon, at the Old 
Etonians’ dinner in their honour at the Café Monico on 
Oct. 28, thoroughly proved how well qualified they are to 
fill with ability the exalted posts respectively of Viceroy of 
India, Governor-General of Canada, and Bishop of Calcutta. 
F.-M. Lord Roberts’s hearty praise of the recent patriotic 
utterances of Lord Rosebery (who made a genial chairman) 
was another noteworthy feature of the banquet. 


Earl Spencer, speaking at Greenock on Oct. 28, not 
only cordially agreed with Lord Rosebery, Sir Edward Grey, 
and Mr. Asquith in supporting Lord Salisbury on the 
Faskoda Question, but added a solid reason of his own for 


Objecting to the French Occupation of Any. 
Portion of the Upper Nile.—He said: If a Power 
hostile to Egypt and to Great Britain had sent an army of 
engineers to occupy the upper waters of the Nile, they 
might have irrigated an enormous additional tract of 
country, and in that way deprived Egypt of a great deal of 
its wealth. He did not say that could be absolutely proved, 
but he thought there was every reason to think that it was 
true ; and if it was, he ventured to sav that that was an 


unanswerable argument why the Egyptians should always | 


possess the upper waters of the Nile. 


A Dead Frenchman’s Cunning Plan to 
“Transform Egypt into a Desert” by Dam- 
ming the Upper Nile.—The day Earl Spencer was 
making the significant statement we quote, Le Journal, of 
Paris, published a most interesting article of nearly three 
columns, giving the true genesis of the Marchand mission. 
The Marquis de Morés, the Anglophobe explorer, who was 
assassinated a few years ago, was really the author of 
grandiose plans which the French Government endeavoured 
partially-to realise without formally associating itself with 
M. Marchand at the time. Says the Paris Journal: ‘‘ Mores 
set out for Africa in order to preach a crusade against the 
English. He turned his footsteps towards Rahat, interding 
to push on to the west towards Egypt and to develop there, 
with profit, his doctrine of the alliance of France and 
Islam against England. . . . Morés knew that a dam, estab- 
lished on the Upper Nile below Fashoda, could turn the Bahr- 
el- Ghazal into an Egypt, and transform Egypt into a desert.” 


Admiral Sir John Ommaney Hopkins, K.C.B., 
whose portrait appears with the Ramillies, is the Com- 
mander-in-Chief on the Mediterranean Station. Admiral 
Hopkins is the son of the Rev. W. T. Hopkins, Rector of 
Nuffield, Oxon, and was born in 1834. Educated at Marl- 
borough, he entered the Royal Navy in 1848. He served in 
the Black Sea during the Crimean War, and was awarded 
the medal and clasp. He was Private Secretary to the First 
Lord of the Admiralty in 1881-82; was.Superintendent of 
Sheerness Dockyard in 1883, Director of Naval Ordnance 
1883-86, Admiral Superintendent of Portsmouth Dockyard 
in 1886-88, Controller of the Navy, 1883-92, Commander-in- 
Chief onthe North America and West Indies Station 1892-95. 
He was appointed to his present post in November 1896, 
and hasa record which leaves us nothing to fear if the gallant 
Admiral should be called upon to attack any enemy of 
England in or out-of the Mediterranean. The Ramillies is 
a first-class armour-clad barbe!te ship. launched at Glas- 
gow in March 1892. She is one of the largest fighting 
ships in the world, being of no less than 14,150 tons dis- 
placement, 17.5 knots, 13.000-horse power, 380 ft. long by 
75ft. wide, with a draught of 274 ft. of water.

was no less than £850,000. The heavy guns, of which there | 


are four—namely. of 13°5 in., 69 tons erch—are carried in 
barbettes of peculiar formation, and weigh 67 tons each. 
In addition to these there is a secondary armament on two 
tiers on the broadside of ten 6-in. 5-ton quick-firing guns, 
eighteen smaller quick-firing guns, and ten other weapons, 
besides seven torpedo-tubes. The sides and barbettes are 
protected by 18in. of compound armour. She would give 
a good account of herself in any sea-fight. 


The British and French Admiralties have 
been working hard to get the Navy of each Power in 
readiness for any eventuality, but it is to be hoped 
the rather mean quibbling induleed in by the French 
Foreign Minister und by the French Ambassador to 
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this country will be abandoned with the actual retire- 
ment of Major Marchand from *Fashoda, so that the 
dispute between the two nations may be amicably settled. 
Consulting the diagram which appears on this page, it w1 
be seen that France has thirteen Ironclads to our fifteen, 
fourteen Cruisers to our fifteen, and thirty-one Torpedo- 
boats against our twenty-five. We are, however, in point 
of weight of metal and calibre of guns considerably in excess 
of the French naval force, while our Torpedo-destroyersn0W 
in commission and ready for service outnumber our neigi- 
bours by more than five to one. Of course, this pee, 
refers to the ships actually in commission in the Channe 
and Mediterranean ; but we have at Devonport, Ports- 
mouth, Milford Haven, and Sheerness, in addition, nearly 
seventy ships, eight Ironclads, and the rest mostly Cruisers 
of the three classes, all of which could be mobilised in & 
very short time; while forty of them could be under steam 
and off the French coast in three days. Against these 
France could muster three third-class Ironclads an 

thirteen Cruisers, only three of which are in the front 
rank. Our diagram only shows the actual ships @ 

sea on Monday of this week. Our dispositions were 
all made .the moment it became known that Be 
French flag had been hoisted at Fashoda. The Britis 

Admiralty is quite calm, apparently relying on the 
knowledge of its own strength. Naturally, if such & 
disaster as war cannot be averted (and if it cannot, diplo- 
matists will be to blame, as well as that portion of the 
Press of both countries which may be termed hysterical), 
British ships from the North Pacific, the Canadian waters, 
the Cape, India, Australia, and the West African station 
would soon be hurrying to the scene; but with so mue 
commerce to safeguard it will be necessary to keep a g' 
many men-of-war in our Colonial ports as. convoys.

Lawton v. Beale and Antoine. 

A correspondent informs us that at the Old Bailey 
on Oct. 28 the case of Lawton v. Beale and Antoine 
came on for hearing. It was a case, as previously 
announced in this paper, in which Mr. Robert Beale, 
the late contributor of the P.I.P. “Rural Life’ 
Column, and Mr. Gustave Antoine were charged with 
conspiring to obtain £250 from Mr. Lawton by fraud. 
After a short opening address by Mr. C. Matthews, counsel 
for the prosecutor, the Judge remarked that he had had 
the depositions and the evidence before him, and he felt 
that it was a case which should have been brought in a 
civil court; and as counsel had suggested that his client, 
the prosecutor, had been advised by him to ask to be 
allowed to withdraw, he, the Judge, should instruct the 
jury to return a verdict of not guilty. This the jury at 


once did. We are glad to hear the case has been amicably 
settled.
